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Two car-bombings

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BEIRUT. - Car bombs blasted two 
areas of mainly Moslem West Beirut 
yesterday in acts seen as reprisals for 
similar bombings last week in die 
Christian eastern sector. 

At Jeast29 people were killed and 
80 wounded. 

South Lebanon, meanwhile, 
gunmen kidnapped the Swiss head of 
the International Committee of the 
Red Cross mission in Sidon, Stephen 
Jaquemet. 

Explosives in two separate cars 
detonated within half an hour of 
each other in Beirut, engulfing 
pedestrians in burning showers of 
debris, broken glass and shattered 
masonry. 

“There were about 70 or 90 people 
■\<u\ lying on the pound or in cars. They 
\v3 r were screaming for help,” a witness 
- • ^ at one site said. 

The blasts accentuated increasing 
■■ ; ^--inter-communal tension, and fight- 
-- OV-Tng flared anew between Moslem

t “Green Line" dividing the capital. 
Moslem gunmen hijacked a bus 
. -‘ r ' , * i7 «'" full of airport restaurant workers 
,J B : and held its Christian occupants for 
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four hours before releasing them 
unharmed, Moslem militia sources 
said. 

In Tripoli, gunmen kffled a civilian 
and wounded three other people, 
two of them policemen, amid ten- 
sion between pro-Syrian militiamen 
and S unni Moslem fundamentalists. 

The top police explosive expert, 
Capt Yousef Biter, said the first 
car-bomb, a green Peugeot, con- 
tained an estimated 35 kilos of liquid 
hexogene, the equivalent of 140 
ldlos of TNT. Most of the casualties 
were families living in a six-storey 
apartment building above a row of 
shops, or pedestrians in Aljazar 
Street. 

The second car-bomb, estimated 
at 50 kilos of TNT, blew up in the 
low-income Sbi’ite Moslem 
Ghobeiri neighbourhood. Police 
said four people were killed and 
seven wounded. 

The car-bomb was parked outride 
the Rawdat el-Shahidein mosque. 
Worshippers had left the mosque 
after midday prayers only 15 minutes 
before the car blew up.

Pope concurs with Moslems 
on special Jerusalem status 




CASABLANCA. - Pope John Paul, 
who arrived yesterday for a brief 
. visit to Morocoo, said he basically 
agrees with the Moslem view that 
Jerusalem should have special inter- 
national status. 

Speaking to reporters during the 
eight-hour flight here from Nairobi, 
he reaffirmed his belief that Israel 
has a right to exist.

Premier stresses PLO

Prime Minister Peres told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee yesterday that de- 
spite what U-S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard Murphy heard from 
King Hussein about the PLO’s inten- 
tions, “it has not abandoned its ori- 
ginal aspirations of destroying 
Israel." 

The prime minister said that while 
the PLO talks the language of mod- 
eration with its one face inside Jor- 
dan. it still t alks the language of 
terror with its other face abroad. 

“Without giving you a dovish or a 
hawkish appraisal, and just by re- 
porting the facts, I say that the PLO 
has not abandoned its original 
aspirations of destroying Israel,” 


Peres said. “Yasser Arafat encour- 
ages terrorist actions personally. " 

Peres said he believes Hussein 
genuinely wants negotiations, even 
though he did not consent to talk to 
Israel directly. “His stand, however, 
has changed fundamentally in that 
he no longer poses a pre-condition 
before negotiations, that he must be 
guaranteed their outcome." Peres 
said. “Today his opening position is 
like that of Israel.” 

Peres added that the U.S. still 
stands firm in disqualifying the 
Palestinian names proposed to make 
up the joint Jordan-Palestine delega- 
tion.

At least one politician, a senior 
government official, two police 
officers and several lawyers have 
been questioned by the police in 
investigating possible fraud, extor- 
tion and in some cases, violence, in 
West Bank land purchases The Jeru- 
salem Post has learned. 

There were also indications last 
night that “some of the characteris- 
tics" of the suspected crimes con- 
nected to land purchases in Samaria 
are to be found in some of tbe deals 
made by the Committee for the 
Re-establishment of the Jewish 
Community in Hebron, in their 
property-purchasing efforts in tbe 


town, police sources said. 

The sources said; “it’s very possi- 
ble that the land deal investigation 
currently focused in Samaria could 
move southward." 

One of the reasons that the army is 
becoming so adamant about getting 
information about property purch- 
ases in Hebron by die committee is 
that detectives can compare this in- 
formation with what they have 
already gathered about land deals in 
Samaria.

Marathon talks in bid to save Kopel

. With debts estimated at some $14 
minion, managers of die Kopel con- 
cern, one of Israel’s leading tourist 
businesses, yesterday held marathon 
meetings in a last-ditch effort to save 
the company from collapse. 

Yet, Kopel General Manager 
Sami Rosenberg yesterday assured 
clients that the company would fulfil 
aD-of its-comnritments. . 

Rosenberg said be hoped by today 


there would be an arrangement 
which would prevent tbe concern 
from collapsing. 

Rosenberg . said that the com- 
pany's main creditors, i.e. banks, 
airlines and hotels, have derided to 
come to an agreement with Kopel 
for postponing the payment of the 
firm’s debts. 

Tbe trouble started three years 
ago, when the company started in- 
vesting in hotels, especially the 
Astoria in Tel Aviv, Rosenberg said. 


Kopel agencies continued taking 
reservations for outgoing flights 
yesterday, despite fears among the 
concern's 400 employees that the 
company may collapse. 

People in the tourist industry 
yesterday expressed concern that the 
entire tourism sector may be severe- 
ly damaged if Kopel fails to fulfil its 
commitments to tourist groups that 
have already paid for their package 
tours to Israel- They noted that 
Kopel deals with many hotels and 


airline companies which could be 
harmed if the concern folds. 

Kopel's annual turnover totals 
more than $80 million and handles 
about 25 per cent of the Israeli 
tourism trade. Some 50,000 Israelis 
planned to travel abroad through 
Kopel this year and it is not yet 
"known whether they will receive 
their money back if Kopel 1 is unable 
to fulfil its commitments.

Liquidity shortages at the North 
JjAmeriran Bank last month sounded 
alarm bells at the Bank of Israel, 
leading to the quick uncovering of a 
multi- mi IU rm dollar embezzlement 
at North American's Jerusalem 
branch. 

North American was the only 
c omm ercial bank in the country 
found to have had liquidity shortages 
in July by the examiner of banks at 
the Bank of Israel. 

Examiner of banks Gab a Maor 


has constructed a fine-tooth report- ■ 
ing system for the commerical- 
banking system, in addition to regu- 
lar audits her department conducts 
of each bank. The reporting system 
alerted the central bank. 

After, receiving initial reports 
from investigators whom Maor had 
dispatched to North American last 
week, she swiftly invoked hex pow- 
ers to take control of the bank. She 
replaced its management with senior 
officials from First International 
Bank. 

, Some analysts notedyesterday the 


North American affair represents a 
triumph for the Bank of Israel com- 
pared to its handling of similar scan- 
dals in the past. 

The central bonk awoke belatedly 
and reacted slowly to scandals at the 
Tsrael-British Bank in 1974 and at 
the Credit and Feuchtwanger banks 
during the 1960s. 

The embezzlement at North 
American was caught within a few 
months and firm and decisive action 
was taken immediately. As a result, 
the troubled bank’s predominantly 
Ultra-Orthodox clientele in Jeru- 


salem, Bnei Brak and Asbdod has 
not panicked. Business at all bank 
branches has continued as usual, 
with First .International managing 
them under Bank of Israel supervi- 
sion restoring depositor confidence-

Military demands MKs vacate flat 

Peres: MKs in Hebron

Amid a crisis over settlement 
that has bitterly divided his coali- 
tion. Prime Minister Peres said 
yesterday the government will 
remain the sole body authorizing 
the tinting and location of settle- 
ment in the administered terri- 
tories. 

Meanwhile, the military com- 
mander of the West Bank yester- 
day demanded that three Tehiya 
MKs occupying an apartment in 
Hebron’s casba vacate it. 

The Knesset members last night 
were trying to negotiate a deal with 
Defence Minister Rabin whereby 
they would leave quietly in return for 
government concessions leading to 
increased Jewish settlement else- 
where in Hebron. 

The Knesset members were told 
just before midnight yesterday that 
there would be no negotiations on 
their proposal until they left the flat. 

Tbe three were joined late last 
night by four other MKs - Yuval 
Ne’etnan (Tehiya), Haim Brockman 
(Morasha), and Beany Shaft* and 
Dov ShHanskv (Likud). 

Shilansky had also been present at 
tbe flat earlier. 

Hebron settlers' lawyers were 
completing the paperwork for a peti- 


tion to the High Court of Justice for 
an injunction ordering Rabin to rec- 
ognize their purchases of flats in the. 
town and permit them to move in. 

The settlers feared that if an 
agreement were not reached quick- 
ly. the army was likely to evict the 
MKs, who have been squatting in the 
apartment since last Thursday. 

But briefing the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 
Peres said that neither the Tehiya 
faction nor private entrepreneurs 
would be allowed to usurp the gov- 
ernmental prerogative. 

"Law and order must be upheld.” 
Peres said. “The Knesset Members 
in the casba house are making a 
mockery of law and order, not only a 
mockery of their government. 1 fully 
expect the coalition Knesset mem- 
bers who went to the house to take 
stock of this situation.” 

Referring to Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon’s boast that one day 
Hebron would have a Jewish major- 
ity, Peres said he is still hopefully 
awaiting the establishment of a 
stable Jewish majority inside Israel 
proper, with its Galiiee thirsty for 
settlers and its empty Negev . 

Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel 
also sharply attacked the MKs in 
Hebron yesterday, saying: "The 
Knesset Members in Hebron are not 
acting in the accepted framework of 
democracy. The rime has come for a 


uwee from heaven to lell the Jews: 
’Leave the underground. The rule of 
the Ottomans and the English has 
passed ‘ The nation cannot accept 
bring presented with accomplished 
facts in an extra-parliamentary

Answering reporters’ questions 
during a visit to Rosh Ha’ayin.

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Beduin clamour 
for land, homes 


BEERSHEBA (Itirn). - Dozens of 
Beduin sheikhs and other notables 
decided yesterday to appeal to all 
government agencies for action on 
land claims in the Negev and on 
permanent settlements. The resolu- 
tion was passed at a gathering that 
took place in the offices of the Asso- 
ciation for Beduin Rights in the 
Negev. 

The association's chairman, Nuri 
el-Ukbi, said that it is not conceiv- 
able that the ownership of land 
should be under the jurisdiction of 
the Justice Ministry for 20 years 
without that ministry coming to a 
decision on even one claim. 

The participants also demanded 
the right to establish agricultural 
villages on their land. They said they 
are willing to guarantee that the 
smallest settlement will contain 200 
families and not 20 as is required for 
Jewish villages. However, they cal- 
led for full equality for Beduin far- 
mers in water allotments and pro- 
duction quotas. They also want Be- 
duin towns in the Negev industrial- 
ized. 

In addition, conferees asked for a 
cessation of trials pf Beduin on 
charges connected with land dis- 
putes and illegal building until a final 
determination on Beduin land is 
made. 


Nissim says Moda’i panel 
will sabotage Likud union 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The committee 
established by Liberal Party leader 
Yitzhak Moda’i to implement union 
of the Likud Party coalition will 
sabotage union. Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissan told reporters yester- 
day. Nissim appeared in the name of 
the nine liberal Knesset Members 
who favour union but oppose Mod- 
a’i’s committee. 


The justice minister said the main 
aim of the nine MKs is to guarantee 
that die Liberals and Herat unite.

Postmen to disrupt 
work over pay

TEL AVIV. - Postal workers are 
due to hold a partial strike today in 
protest against what they say is the 
Communications Ministry’s failure 
to make an agreed cash payment in 
lieu of this year's clothing supple- 
ment. 

Mail will not be delivered and the 
public will not be served in post 
offices between 8 and 10 this morn- 
ing while workers attend work meet- 
ings. Workers' representatives said 
yesterday that they would take furth- 
er steps if their demands were not 
met. 

The dispute concerns a special 
agreement between the workers and 
the ministry over paymenht of a 
IS380,000 clothing allowance in 
June. The Treasury has offered a 
payment of IS70.000, and . Com- 
munications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein has reportedly said the 
government’s - emergency decrees 
prevent him from implementing the 
agreement as signed. 

Today’s work stoppage is sup- 
ported by the Civil Service Union, 
whose secretary, Reuven Ben Ami, 
said yesterday that the entire Civil 
Service could '‘explode” soon if the 
clothing and other allowances were 
not adjusted and paid in accordance 
with labour agreements.

TEL AVIV. - Vice Premier Shamir 
yesterday met with Deputy Premier 
David Levy for the firet time since 
the row between them a fortnight 
ago at a Herat central committee 
meeting. 

Both sides described the meeting 
in glowing terms, saying it had been 
“very friendly and marked by the ’ 
spirit of cooperation.” 

The meeting was initiated by Sha- 
mir, bat sources in all Herat factions 
.discounted the notion that Shamir 
was seeking to solidify Herat ranks 
because of the crisis in the national 
unity government over Hebron. 

They said rather that the meeting 
had come about in response to 
“rather loud signals” from the Levy 
camp calling for more consultation 
with the deputy premier. The Levy 
side has long complained that Sha- 
mir ignores them and it has been 
indicating that much could be done 
to patch up relations in Herat if 
S hamir would bring Levy into its 


innermost circles. 

The Shamir move, Herat sources 
said , also follows the realization that 
the rift in Herat is damaging the 
party considerably, especially by giv- 
ing Labour the impression that its 
chief opponent is about to disinte- 
grate. The greater that impression, 
the more likely Labour is to risk 
breaking up the national unify gov- 
ernment, thus depriving the Likud of 
its turn at the helm, according to 
Herat thinking.

to appear before the Knesset State 
Comptroller Committee today to ex- 
plain the background to the inves- 
tigation. 

The Knesset committee has a re- 
port prepared by Comptroller Yit- 
zhak Tunik two years ago, which, as 
a result of a Likud majority on the 
committee, was kept secret then and 
filed away. • 


A political source who has read 
the report told The Post that “dozens 
of names of Jewish and Arab land- 
dealers” are mentioned. 

While it does not name any well- 
known political figures, it outlines 
“in great detail crimes committed by 
people buying land in toe name of 
‘national salvation' and earning huge 
tax-free profits" this source said. 

Police have combined several 
efforts into a single investigative 
team, and, according to sources, it 
has made substantial progress, with 
a sudden upsurge of cooperation 
from Arab complainants. 

The combined investigation in- 
cludes the three suspects arrested in 
late July. Once some forged docu- 
ments concerning West Bank land 
sales were found in toe home of one 
of the suspects the investigation 
widened. 

The breakthrough in (he case 
came with the arrest of several West 
Bank Arab judges early in toe sum- 
mer on bribery charges. 


“The arrest of such ‘notables’ con- 
vinced other West Bankers that the 
police could be trusted not to cover 
up .if important people are in- 
volved," a source said. As a result, in 
addition to some 200 complaints 
filed in the last three years by Arabs 
saying that land was stolen from 
them, some 500 more cases have 
reached the police. 

Typically, the cases involve some 
forgery of signatures of West Bank 
landowners and toe apparent sale of 
the land to Ahmed Uda, a wealthy 
West Banker arrested last week, 
who in turn would sell to Israeli 
contractors or individuals. 

Uda is reported by the West Bank 
press to have been a contributor to 
last year’s Likud election campaign, 
with East Jerusalem daily Al-Fajr 
saying he contributed $30,000. 

The land deal case so far has. not 
been linked to the purchases of 
apartments in Hebron by the com- 
mittee.

Egypt will never succeed in getting 
the present Israeli government to 
agree to international arbitration 
over the Taba dispute. Finance 
Minister Moda’i told the Egyptian 
consul in Eilat. Hassan Issa. yester- 
day. . 

Issa told Moda'i. who toured Eilat 
and Taba yesterday, that the only 
procedure which Egypt will accept is' 
arbitration. 

Issa said the main point Egypt 
seeks to clarify in the dispute is 
“what has happened to border mar- 
ker No. 91,” according to officials 
who were present at the meeting, 
held in Eilat Mayor Rafi Hochman's 
office. Egypt's position is that the 


dispute should be resolved by de- 
marcation of toe border between it 
and Israel, not by litigation over 
ownership of Taba. . 

Moda'i has proposed that the two 
countries first agree on the terms of 
the dispute and only then decide 
whether to resolve it by arbitration 
or conciliation. But Issa said that 
even if he accepted for toe sake of 
argument that the rides would reach 
an agreed definition of toe terms of 
'their dispute, there is no certainty 
that a final resolution wQl follow. 

Moda'i replied that whatever hap- 
pens. he will not vote differently 
from his Likud colleagues in the 
inner cabinet. 

Moda’i also visited the site of the 
free-trade terminal some kilometres 
to the north of Eflat. 


Undercover agents to hunt 
merchants not payinglaxes

Some 300 undercover tax inspec- 
tors next week will start looking for 
merchants who are not reporting 
their sales. 

Speaking yesterday in Jerusalem, 
newly appointed Income Tax Com- 
missioner Yair Rabinowitz said that 
such merchants will be subject to a 
reassessment of their tax payments 
within three days. 

In addition, their advance pay- 
ments to toe tax authorities will be 
automatically enlarged and criminal 
charges will be brought against them 
within one month. 

The commissioner said the inspec- 


tors wiQ work also on Saturdays and 
in the evenings, and that a special 
effort wiU be made to catch mer- 
chants without an income-tax file. 

Rabinowitz expressed support for 
requiring an authorization issued by 
the tax authorities for travellers. He 
said toe idea is still being examined, 
but that in principle the government 
has a right to know where the funds 
to finance a trip abroad came from. 

“In toe case of a worker with a 
salary of barely $200 to $300, leaving 
for a long trip, we would like to know 
if he has an unreported job. We’ 
would investigate him after bis re- 
turn from abroad" the commission- 
er said. 


Turkey admits ‘excesses’ 
against Armenians in 1915 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Turkey 
yesterday admitted “uncontrollable 
brutalities and excesses” in its treat- 
ment of Armenians earlier this oen- 
tury, but rejected a UN report accus- 
ing it of genocide. 

The report listed “the Ottoman 
massacre of Armenians iu 1915-16" 
as one of nine examples of genocide 
this century and said at least one 
million were killed. 

Turkish delegate Ercument Yavu- 
zalp told a UN human-rights body 
that Ottoman authorities had acted 
legitimately to suppress an armed 
rebellion by Armenians cooperating 
with Turkey’s enemies during World 
War I. _ . 

He said the Turkish action could 


not be called genocide because it was 
not a premeditated and organized 
attempt to wipe out the Armenian 
population. 

“One can perhaps react against 
toe uncontrollable brutalities and 
excesses which occurred during toe 


implementation of these measures,” 
the Turkish delegate said. 

The report, which said the geno- 
cide charge was corroborated by 
U.S., German and British archives, 
is being discussed by a UN subcom- 
mission on prevention of discrimina- 
tion and protection of minorities. 

It said: “At least one million, and 
possibly well over half the Armenian 
population, are reliably estimated to 
- have been killed or death-marched. “

Meetings between Jerusalem offi- 
cials and representatives of the 
Education, Finance and Intenor 
Ministries yesterday failed to solve 
the capital's financial crisis. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek warned pub- 
licly on Sunday night that if the 
government dews not disburse the 
$26 million it owes the dty of Jeru- 
salem, municipal services will soon 
grind to a halt. 

Tbe city council has called on toe 
government to recognize Jeru- 
salem’s special status and budget it 
accordingly, both as toe capital, and 
as a city which has had tbe enormous 
burdens of setting up new neigh- 
bourhoods and m«m raf wing tourist 
rites and some 3,000 holy places and 
synagogues. 

At a special meeting of the coun- 
cil, Kollek said it is grossly unfair of 
toe government to budget money to 
Jerusalem in the same measure that 


money is distributed to other cities. 

Deputy Mayor Amiram Sivan de- 
clared: “We have a greater growth 
rate than any dty in the country . The 
new nei ghbour hoods of Gilo and 
Har Nof are equivalent in size to 0 
Carmiel or Kiryat Malachi. We’ve 
carried out all tins development with 
zero help from the government, at a 
time of dwindling munidpal tax re- 
venues." 

“Government officials just give lip 
service to the fact that Jerusalem is a 
unique dty with unique problems.*’ 
said Kollek. “But you can't run a dty 
on lip service."

The state jsboald “promptly but 
gradually” phase itself out of the 
/oodrconrmodity importing busi- 
ness, a c omm i t tee has recommended 
to Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 

Sharon, who agrees, has already 
discussed the recommendations with 
-e Minister Moda’i and Agri- 
ciiita.. . Minister Aiye Nehamkin. 
The report will be submitted to the 
Ministerial Economic Committee. 

At present, the Government 
Trade Administration - a unit of 
Sharon’s ministiy-is the sole impor- 
ter of frozen beef and grains. 

Describing beef imports as “the 
least suitable activity for the govern- 
ment, “the committee adds that 
“there is do reason whatsoever why 
private importers should not take 
over the job.. .and there is no doubt 
in oar minds that in the end the 
consumer would benefit from this 
change.'* 


The only roles the stare should 
reserve for itself, the committee 
says, are enforcement of kashrnt 
requirements and ensuring that an 
emergency stockpile of beef and 
grains is maintained at all times. 

Another requirement is that the 
country’s poultry breeders should 
not suffer from the change, which 
might be the case if competition 
among beef importers brings prices 
down too sharply. 

The committee also recommends 
that the import of lamb, now in 
private hands, be made subject to 
kashnu rules except in cases where 
the mutton is destined for use by 
diplomats, UN personnel, ship's 
purveyors and other users uOi sub- 
ject to Jewish dietary laws. 

. As for the import of grains, the 
committee recommends that the re- 
sponsibility for purchasing and ship- 
ping them be transferred to the “re- 
levant processors.” Thus, soybeans 
would be imported by the cooking- 
ofl companies themselves; livestock 


feed by the feed-mix firms; and 
wheat by the Sour mills. 

To ensure against possible price 
collusion among private importers, 
the committee suggests that the cal- 
culations of prices and subsidies be 
governed by the price levels on 
world commodity markets rather 
than by importers 1 costs. 

“In this way, the importers would 
be encouraged to buy at the lowest 
possible price, and this would save 
the economy foreign currency,” the 
report states. 

The committee emphasizes that in 
recommending that private firms 
take over the import of basic food 
commodities “we do not at all mean 
to criticize the Government Trade 
Administration, which has benefited 
the state all along with its profes- 
sionalism and expertise." 

The administration, which would 
probably have its manpower trim- 
med. could serve as a consultative 
body for the private importers, the 
committee concludes. 





Land-dealer Zar sued for West Bank sale 
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TEL AVTV (Itim). - West Bank 
land-dealer Moshe Zar has denied 
charges that be sold parcels near 
Karnei Sbomron to nine Beersheba 
residents and then failed to deliver 
possession of them. 

The buyers sued Zar in Tel Aviv 
District Coun for IS54 million nine 
months ago, but he submitted a 
defence brief only yesterday. 

Zar was convicted last' 1 month of 
being a member of the Jewish terror 
underground and of taking part in 
the bomb attack on former Nablus 
mayor Bassam Shaka in 1980, but 
was released for time served. He has 
been disabled since 1983. when he 
was attacked with an axe and shot 


outside his Karnei Shomron man- 
sion. 

The nine Beersheba residents 
claim that in May 1981 Zar offered to 
sell them 180 dunams in the Karnei 
Shomron area, at a place called 
Kirbat al-Ashkar, near Kfar Sava. 
Later that month they visited the site 
with Zar's representative Azriel 
' Wartheimer. They then went to the 
office of another representative of 
Zar, Yehuda Ariel, and bought 12 
dunams for IS4500 per d unam plus 
taxes and fees. 

The plaintiffs say that they paid 
the full amount on foe spot, and that 
Zar promised to give them posses- 
sion within a short time. According 


to their suit, they still have not 
received the land. ' 

The plaintiffs also claim that they 
later agreed with Zar to accep't 
another piece of land, in a spot called 
Wadi Dtirma. But, they say. he 
failed to meet that commitment as 
well. 

In his defence brief. Zar claims his 
representative Wartheimer warned 
foe buyers that no land was available 
in Kirbat al-Ashkar. Despite this. 
Zar argues, they went to Ariel and 
paid for land. 

As for the land in Wadi Durma. 
Zar says foe plaintiffs had agreed to 
move onto foe site and take posses- 
sion immediately, but failed to do so.

New building starts are down 
sharply, the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics says. Completions, ioo. are 
lagging. 

According to the bureau, new 
starts accounted for only 920.000 
square metres in the second quarter 
of this year, down 25 per cent from 
foe preceding quarter and 19 per 
cent from the second quarter of last 
year. 

The bulk of the downtrend was 
noted among the public, or institu- 
tional. building firms. Private buil- 
ders reported a more moderate drop 
in sew starts. 

On building completions, the 
bureau reported that 1.16 million 
square metres of new construction 
were readied for occupancy in the 
second quarter of this year, as 
against 1.25 million square metres in 
last year's second quarter and 1.13 
million square metres in the first 
quarter of this year. 

The total number of housing units 
- flats, villas and cottages - com- 
pleted during the first half of this 
year stood at 13.200. down from 

14.000 in the similar period a year 
ago. 

With the number of new housing 
units begun trailing the number of 
completions, builders' inventories of 
unsold new flats have weakened. 
Thus, at the end of June this year, 
only 53 000 new flats in various 
stages in construction were on the 
contractors' books, compared with 

59.000 at the end of June 19SJ. 


Injunction halts Haifa Herat vote

HAIFA. - The Haifa District Court 
yesterday issued a temporary induc- 
tion against the chairman of the local 
branch of foe Herat Party, Deputy 
Knesset Speaker Meir Cohen-

elections. 

The injuction was issued at foe 
request of Yomtov ELkayam (a 
Haifa city councillor), Amram Edri 
and other members of foe local 
Herat branch. 

The court set a hearing later this 
week to hear both sides to foe dis- 
pute. 

The appeal to foe court follows foe 


branch’s group council elections 
held last February in which Cohen-

Cohen-Avidov's opponents told 
the court they had appealed to 
Herat’s national disciplinary com- 
mittee to overrule foe results of foe 
February council elections. They 
maintained that because foe disci- 
plinary committee had not debated 
foe issue, it would be wrong if foe 
local branch council went ahead with 
elections for foe post of branch 
chairman and management commit- 
tee.

HAIFA. - Excavations at Tel Acre 
have revealed a massive wall made 
of plastered bricks which once 
formed the main defensive bulwark 
of the northern slopes of the 3nciem 
city during ihe middle Canaaniie 
period tcirca 21XXM800 BCEl. 

Arched op sts from Haifa Uni- 
versity found char the wall had been 
built on cyclopean stones which 
themselves were based on the origin- 
al ramparts of the city. A fortress, 
itself protected by an additional ram- 
part. was added later in the 
Cannanite era (circa 18(10-1650 
BCEl. 

The discovery of the ancient city 's 
principal fortifications was one of 
the main objectives of the archeolog- 
ists who recently completed their 
llfo season of excavations at the 
site. The work, as in previous sea- 
sons. was carried out by foe universi- 
ty's Department of Archeology in 
conjunction with the Centre ’ for 
Maritime Studies. 

Excavations in another part of the 
tel revealed a purple-dye manufac- 
turing process probably dating back 
io the 12th century BCE. In previous 
seasons evidence of pottery making, 
metal-working and possibly lime 
production at around the’ same 
period had been found; 

The archeologists, led by Prof. 
Moshe Dothan, also found evidence 
that one of the Sea Peoples, prob- 
ably the Shardan. had settled on the 
outskirts of Acre around rhe qnd of 
foe 13th century BCE - about two 
generations before the main wave of 
settlement by the Sea Peoples, most- 
ly Philistines, at foe time of Egypt's 
Raineses HI. 

Excavations were also conducted 
along foe southwestern side of the tel 


under the supervision ot Dr. As ner 
Raban to ascertain the possibility of 
an anchorage there where the Na‘a- 
man Riser once flossed out io the 
sea. The riser was disertcd in the 
^suit's b> British Mandators author- 
ities. 

The e\cas ats'rs uncos e red signs of 
local hard sandstone similar to the 
terraced, horizontal cliff ssa!l> found 
along ancient shorelines. 

They believe that the position of 
the stones indicates maritime geolo- 
gical action sshen the sea swept oser 
this section of the tel. This svjs 
probably the reason for the end of 
rural settlement that began in the 
area about 3100 BCE and ended 
abruptly 4tK.» years later. The next 
sign of settlement was in 2100 BCE 
by which time Acre was a town. It 
continued to develop and thris e until 


the end of the Hellenistic period 
(circa R*t» BCEl b> sshich time the 
modem port of Acre was heme tie 
\ eloped. 

The archeologists Sound a cap in 
the ramparts which once surrounded 
the ancient city in the southwestern 
section, indicating this wys .in entr- 
ance from the riier sjJe E>urn?u the 
early history of the tel. the N.fam.ui 
ran alongside the ancient city ,md 
was only' about 2t*> to JtKi metres 
from the sea. Since then the se,i has 
receded and from the nearest pom! 
oi the te! to the sea is now about S*im 
metres. 

The archeologists w etc assisted by 
experts and solunteers from Amer- 
ica* England. Denmark. Italy and 
France as well as students, from the 
university's Department of Archeol- 
ocv.

Jerusalem bank brunch manager 
Moshe Stem, who left the country 
over a week ago. is alleged to have 
embezzled as much as S10 million 
from the brunch. Israel police have 
sought help from police in Europe 
and North America in tracing Stem. 

Details regarding the alleged 
embezzlement are still scarce. But 
1 the resignation on Sunday night of 
North American's acting managing 
director Hadassah Monsah seemed 
tn confirm suspicions that at least foe 
bank's seniqr management had 
known about withdrawals and 
fraudulent activities for several 
months. 

These activities reportedly begun 
as early as April, although their 
scope increased dramatically in the 
weeks before thev were revealed. 


Monsah is said to have confronted 
Stern with the evidence in May. 
Stem, according to one account, 
pleaded with her not to reveal the 
facts, saying he would commit 
suicide if accusations against him 
became public. Monsah is said to 
have reluctantly agreed, keeping the 
secret in the bunk for several mote 
months while losses multiplied. 

This version, howev er. is rejected 
by people who know Stern. "He was 
not the type to steal money tn the 
first place," said one, "and he cer- 
tainly would be unlikely to threaten 
suicide." 

The Bank of Israel decision to 
replace North American managers 
seems to indicate that it suspects 
them of knowing about it since a 
fraud involving upwards of SI0 mil- 
lion would be' difficult to hide for 
long.

BEERSHEBA. - A zoological cen- 
tre is scheduled to open here next 
month, containing an aviary, a col- 
- lection of water, birds, reptiles and 
monkeys, as well as sheep and deer 
roaming freely jn the open area. 
Location of foe centre is an aban- 
doned school, sandwiched between 
foe old city dump and foe cemetery. 

The dump has been renovated by 
heavy equipment, and the school is 
being turned into an instruction cen- 
tre for Negev wildlife and other 
animals. 

Prof. Retrven Yagil is chairman of 
the eight-member Friends of the 
Zoological Centre. A group of 
volunteers has spent much time 
painting and cleaning, and setting up 
huge cages and landscaping foe area. 

The moving spirit behind the pro- 
ject is Haim Sivan, who was head of 
foe miniature centre for wildlife in 


foe Neve Noy neighbourhood. 

“We are essentially funded by foe 
municipality, so when foe school 
emptied out we were able to get it for 
our expansion programme," Sivan 
told The Jerusalem Post. 

The search for a donkey has pro- 
vided an amusing story to the pro- 
ject. Since Sivan decided that foe 
zoo must have a donkey, several 
have been found and brought to foe 
place and put to graze near the 
fountain. At night, however, foe 
donkey would-be stolen'. Another 
would be found as a replacement and 
also would be stolen, and so on. It 
was eventually learned that foe 
donkeys were not really free agents, 
but in fact belonged to Bednin who 
would “steal” them back every time 
they were taken from them. 

*The idea is to have a nice place 
for families to visit on their free 
days,” said Yagil.

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N. Zealand may sue France 


over Greenpeace sabotage 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). - New 


Zealand will sue France if Paris is 
confirmed to be involved in the sink- 
ing of the Greenpeace ship Rainbow 
Warrior, Prime Minister David 
Lange said yesterday. 


Lange told reporters that New 
Zealand would seek damages for 
Greenpeace, for the family of a crew 
member killed in the sinking and for 
itself if an official role were estab- 
lished. 

The vessel sank in Auckland on 
July 10. It was to have led a protest 
fleet to France's nuclear test area at 
Mururoa Atoll. 


French state radio has said a cou- 
ple charged in Auckland with sabo- 
taging the ship and murdering the 
crew member were officers in the 
French armed forces. President 
Francois Mitterrand has ordered a 
top-level inquiry into media sugges- 
tions that the French secret service 
was involved. 

“The principles of international 
law are that if... an instrument of 
government has offended the 
sovereignty of another nation, then 
it is for the aggrieved nation to claim 


on behalf of those who suffer loss 
and for itself, for all the affront that 
it has sustained.” Lange said. 

Lange said he had no sustainable 
proof of an official role but said 
Wellington was taking very seriously 
the French media reports linking the 
sinking to tbe secret service, the 
General Directorate for External 
Security (DGSE). 

Lange, and Greenpeace officials 
in Auckland, criticized Mitterrand's 
statement Sunday that France would 
continue to test nuclear devices in 
French Polynesia as long as Paris 
considers them necessary. 

Lange described the statement as 
“another example of the consistently 
insensitive attitude” of France over 
the decade-old test programme. 

A Greenpeace spokeswoman said 
Mitterrand's threat to use force 
against anyone who penetrated the 
test zone had reinforced the orga- 
nization's determination to send a 
fleet of small boats to tbe area. 

An Australian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman reacted to Mitterrand's 
statement by reiterating Australia's 
strong opposition to the French nuc- 
lear tests in the Pacific. 


U.S. Navy unit defuses Iran 
rocket on tanker in Gulf 


MANAMA. - U.S. bomb disposal 
experts yesterday managed to extri- 
cate and defuse an unexploded rock- 
et fired at the Belgian-registered oil 
products carrier Naess Leopard by 
Iranian jet fighters in the southern 
sector of the gulf water. Marine 
salvage executives reported in 
Bahrein. 

The 45,700-ton vessel was raided 
on Sunday in an apparent retaliation 
for last week’s Iraqi air attack on 
Iranis Kharg Island, a major oil 
shipping terminal in the northeast- 
ern comer of the gulf. 

The explosives experts came 
aboard the Naess Leppard from an 
unidentified navy unit serving with 
U.S. task force in the Gulf and the 
Indian ocean. 

Contrary to previous reports, the 
carrier was empty at the time of the 


attack. Maritime shipping sources 
said it was to have lifted 220.000 
barrels of aviation fuel and taken it 
to the U.S. Sealift Command, some- 
where in the Arabian Sea south of 
the Gulf of Oman. In Oslo earlier 
yesterday, a Norwegian shipowners' 
group said the vessel, which is large- 
ly Norwegian -owned . was to have 
loaded up with light oil products in 
Saudi Arabia and sail to the Iranian 
terminal of Sirri Island to discharge 


cargo. 

The Norwegian Seamen’s Asso- 
ciation has called on the Oslo gov- 
ernment to ban vessels with Norwe- 
gian interests sailing to the Iranian 
crude oil terminal at Kharg Island. 

While there were no casualties 
among the all-Belgian crew, the ves- 
sel suffered serious damage.

Bonn minister’s secretary 
suspected of espionage 


BONN (Reuter).. -‘.West Germany 
said yesterday it is suspected that 
Economics Minister Martin Bann- 
gemann's secretary, missing and sus- 
pected of spying, worked for him 
under a false identity. 

A government spokesman told re- 
porters police are probing evidence 
that 4 he woman who worked for 
Banngernarin" under- the -name of 
Sonja Lueneburg had assumed the 
identity of another person before 
settling in West Germany in the 
1960s. 

Lueneburg, 60, vanished two 
weeks ago and state prosecutors said 
they suspect her of espionage after 
finding equipment in her home 
which could have been used to 
photograph documents. 

Lueneburg worked for Bann- 
gemann for 12 years. West German 
newspapers said if she was an East 
German agent it would be one of the 
biggest spy scandals in the country's 
history. 

The spokesman said the police 
hunt would focus on indications that 
Sonja Lueneburg, who moved to 
West Germany from Colmar in 
France in the 1960s, was a different 


person from the woman who had 
earlier lived in the country with the 
same personal documents. 

There is still no evidence that 
Lueneburg had been a spy. but 
security sources said suspicions 
against her were hardening and in- 
vestigators are now checking photo^ 
graphs and handwriting to establish 
if a switch took place, the spokesman 
said. 


300 die as Chinese 


ferry boat sinks 

PEKING (Reuter). - About 300 
passengers died when an overloaded 
Chinese river ferry capsized and 
sank, the Peking Evening News re- 
ported. 

It said the boat had more than 300 
people on board when it left the 
scenic Tai Yang Island on the Son- 
ghua River in Heilongjiang Province 
near the Soviet border yesterday. 

A fight broke out and passengers 
crowded around to look, upsetting 
the ferry’s balance. Only a few pas- 
sengers from the upper decks man- 
aged to swim away, it added. 


Pilot’s fight to save JAL plane on tape 


TOKYO (Reuterj. - Investigators 
yesterday examined bits of metal 
and heard the anguished words of a 
pilot fighting to save his aircraft as 
they tried to discover why a Japan 
Air Lines Boeing 747 crashed into a 
mountain killing 520 people. 

One week after the crash, the 
world's worst single-aircraft disas- 
ter. investigators were still unsure of 
the cause. Only four people sur- 
vived. 

The clues so far are large pieces of 
the aircraft's tail found in the sea 
miles away from the impact area, 
interviews with two of the survivors 
and the tape of the flishtdeck voice 
recorder. 

Pilot Masami Takahama fought to 
the last to save his stricken plane and 
his last words before its death plunge 
were “Lift up the head, lift up the 


head...” 

Right 1 23 was on an evening flight 
from "Tokyo's Haneda Airport to 
Osaka, packed with holidaymakers. 
Soon after takeoff large slices of the 
tail broke off and the plane veered 
north, in view of Mount Fuji, to 
crash at dusk. 

Transport Ministry officials 
yesterday released the" last taped 
flightdeck exchanges lasting some 32 


minutes. 

Because it is a continuous loop, 
the tape does not tell what happened 
during the first minutes of the 
emergency when passengers heard a 
bang In the rear of the aircraft. 

A 1.5 metre hole apparently tore 
open as pans of the tail fell to the sea 
$.000 metres below. 

The tape opens with Takahama 
saving in Japanese "Taihen da”. 


which word-for-word translates as 
"this is serious " but is an expression 
often used as a Japanese expletive 
similar to "good grief’.

announce steps 
againstPretoria 


CANBERRA. - Australia yester- 
day announced a series of economic 
measures against South Africa in 
protest against the deteriorating 
political situation in the white-ruled 
country. 

Canberra will close its trade com- 
mission in Johannesburg at the end 
of next month, stop the import of 
gold Krugerrands and end export 
assistance for Australian companies 
trading with South Africa. 

But the Labour government 
whose cabinet endorsed the mea- 
sures at a meeting yesterday, de- 
cided against any trade embargo and 
agreed to return its envoy, who was 
recalled last week for urgent con- 
sultations to his post. 

Foreign Minister Bill Hayden told 
a news conference it was important 
for other countries to support Au- 
stralia’s action before stronger sanc- 
tions were imposed. 

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi yesterday called for a global 
boycott of South Africa to secure the 
unconditional release of black 
nationalist leader Nelson Mandela, 
who has been in solitary imprison- 
ment for 23 years. 

“The recent escalation of violence 
in South Africa is a matter of pro- 
found concern to the international 
community.” Gandhi said in a state- 
ment in New Delhi. 

The Indian Premier is current 
chairman of the Non-Aligned Move- 
ment grouping 10 1 developing coun- 
tries. 

In Brussels. European Economic 
Community officers said three EC 
foreign ministers will visit South 
Africa from August 29 to September 
2 to discuss the state of emergency

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British security reported 
monitoring leftists at BBC 


LONDON (AP). - The British 
Broadcasting Corp. is facing wide- 
spread criticism over 'a newspaper 
disclosure Sunday that Britain’s M35 
Security Service allegedly has veto 
power over the hiring and promotion 
of BBC journalists. 

The publicly funded BBC. which 
cherishes its’ independence from 
government interference, quoted a 
former top network executive on its 
main television news Sunday as con- 
firming the ML5 clearance system 
existed. 

It identified John Arkell. director 
of administration at the BBC be- 
tween I960 and 1970. as being res- 
ponsible for the system, and quoted 
him as saying: "It would be surpris- 
ing if a broadcasting organization did 
no"t take some protective steps to 
prevent extremists having undue in- 
fluence over the air. in the interests 
of securin' and of fairness to the 
public.” 


The Observer daiined that a sur- 
veillance unit monitors staff is the 
current affairs and news depart- 
ments regarded as having left-wing 
sympathies ..The unit also blacklists 
job applicants suspected of having 
Communist links, it said. 


The Observer daiined the intelli- 
gence unit operates from an “out-of- 
tbe way" office at the BBCs West 
London headquarters. Room 105. 
the paper said, is supervised by a 
former army officer who passes on 
rhe names of all job applicants to 
MI5 and keeps BBC radio and tele- 
vision staff considered “media sub- 
versives” under political surveill- 
ance. 


The report came just II days after 
BBC journalists staged a one-day 
strike wrhen a BBC documentary on 
extremism in Northern Ireland was 
banned under pressure from the 
Conservative government. 


Tamils flood refugee camps 
after new Sri Lankan clashes 


TRINCOMALEF. Sri Lanka. - 
Tamil refugees poured into 
makeshift camps yesterday as the 
latest ethnic bloodshed ' created 
panic in parts of North and East Sri 
Lanka. 

Around the northeastern coastal 
town of Trincomalee. families car- 
rying suitcases crowded aboard bul- 
lock' carts. tractor trailers and trucks 
packed with personal belongings. 

Officials said about 22~000 re- 
fugees were crammed into schools, 
hotels and a church. 

In one incident, residents said 
troops or government militia came 
through the village of T^varpnjtg^u 
on Saturday shp^ti^g ^dlv and t tqs- 
sing.about 10 erenadesJ Twelve peo- 
ple were killed. 

At another nearby village, resi- 
dents said a post office was set on fire 
and cattle shot dead by security 
forces after a mine planted on the 
road exploded under a military vehi- 
cle. 

The bloodshed around Trinco- 
malee. where the government re- 
potted that Tamil gunmen shot dead 


37 fishermen last week, has triggered 
an exodus of Tamils living in mixed 
areas towards Tamil strongholds. 

Tbe violence is part of a new 
upsurge in clashes between separat- 
ist Tamil guerrillas and security 
forces, who are mostly from the 
majority Sinh ale se community. 


Meanwhile stalemated peace talks 
between the Tamil rebels and tbe Sri 
Lankan government collapsed 
yesterday after four militant groups 
left the Himalaya mountain king- 
dom of Bhutan' and vowed to wage 
fresh guerrilla warfare on the strife- 
r total island, a rebel spokesman in 
: NewDelhi said. 

• --^The second round of peace talks 
has collapsed. We are going to 
launch an armed struggle soon to 
defend our people/' the spokesman 
said. 

He said a delegation representing 
four of the six Tamil groups bad 
already departed Thimpa, the capit- 
al of Bhutan, and would return to 
Madras. India, for consultations be- 
fore going home. (Reuter, AP) 


Uganda’s new leader meets Kenyans 


NAIROBI (AP). - The leader of 
Uganda’s new military government. 
Lt.-Gen. Tito Okello. arrived here 
vesterday and met Kenyan officials 
in what could be a prelude to peace 
talks with Ugandan guerrillas. 


Okello. sworn in as Uganda's 
head of state after a military coup 
July 27. was met at Nairobi Airport 
by Kenyan "Vice President Mwai 
Ribald, then driven to the residence 
of President Daniel arap Moi.

- A former 
secretary-general of the Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations (Asean) 
went on trial yesterday charged with 
instigating three guerrilla bomb 
attacks in Indonesia last vear. 


Retired Hartono Dbarsono. who 
was removed in 1978 after publicly 


criticizing the government, was ac- 
cused by state prosecutors of subver- 
sion - a charge that can carry the 
death penalty - for having incited 
youngMosIems to plant three bombs 
in Jakarta last October. 

The bombs exploded in the capit- 
al's Chinatown area, killing two peo- 
ple and injuring 16. 


Tunisia retaliates 
by kicking out 
Libyan nationals 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Libyan resi- 
dents and tourists have been expel- 
led from Tunisia and have had then 
property confiscated. Tripoli radio 
said on Sunday night. 

The radio quoted mforined 
sources at a border post as saying 
Those expelled had also been mal- 
treated by Tunisian police- , 

“The police told them that their 
expulsion was in response to the 
return of Tunisians whose work con- 
tracts (in Libya) had ended.” it said. 

Tunisia savs Libya has expelled 
10.000 of its nationals in recent 
months, stopped buying Tunisia 
goods and halted visits by Libyan 
tourists. . . 

Libya, bit by a slump in oil pnees 
and production, says itwas reducing 
its dependence on foreign labour 
because of adveise economic condi- 
tions and to boost its self-sufficiency. 
It has also expelled thousands of 
Egyptians and 1.000 Malians. 

• Egypt yesterday accused Libya of 
violating human rights and interna- 
tional law by expelling large num- 
bers of Egyptian workers. 

Cairo's information Minister Saf- 
wat el-Sherif said Egypt, which has 
no relations with Libya, would pro- 
test the explosions to regional and 
international organizations.

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP). - 
Vietnam's ambassador to Thailand 
said yesterday there are sanctuaries 
on Thai soil for Kampuchean guer- 
rillas, and they not only block a 
solution to the Kampuchean prob- 
lem but also pose “a danger to 
Thailand.” 

“We wish tbe e limina tion of those 
sanctuaries to be pan of the Kam- 
puchean solution,” Ambassador 
Tran Quang Co said. 

Thailand denies that it gives sanc- 
tuary to Kampuchean guerrillas bat- 
tling Vietnamese troops occupying 
their country. Thai and Vietnamese 
troops have clashed frequently along 
the border area. 

Vietnam invaded Kampuchea is 
iate 1978 and toppled the Khmer 
'Rouge regime. A coalition of Kam- 
puchean guerrillas is fighting the 
Vietnamese occupation force esti- 
mated at 150,000 to 200,000 troops. 

The ambassador was speaking at a 
news conference to publicize last 
Friday’s pledge by Vietnam to with- 
draw all its troops from Kampuchea 
by 1990. 

He denied Kampuchean guerril- 
las* claims that they recently wrested 
control ofareas along the Tonic Sap, 
■Kjampjurirea?s -major lake and river 
system. Authorities also have not 
declared an .emergency in Phnom 
Penh, as claimed by the guerrillas, 
he said. ' 


Eight killed as 
Afghanis bomb 
Pakistani town 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Four 
Afghan planes bombed a Pakistani 
border village yesterday killing eight 
people and wounding 12, the gov- 
ernment said. 

A government statement said the 
eight bombs dropped on the village 
of Kewas, 10 km. from the Afghan 
border, also destroyed five bouses 
and killed a large number of cattle. 

Pakistan has lodged a strong pro- 
test with the Afghan charge d’af- 
faires in Islamabad a gains t the “un- 
provoked attack,*' it said. 

The statement 'said the Afghan 
authorities would be entirely re- 
sponsible for “serious consequ- 
ences” if such attacks did not cease. 

The attack was the most serious 
reported by Islamabad in several 
weeks. The two sides frequently ex- 
change charges of cross-border 
attacks.

H am marskj old’s 
aggressive diplomacy took him from- 
capital to capital and made him a 
world figure on a par with heads of 
state. The secretary-general became 
the leading negotiator of the world 
and worked furiously to head off 
crises, such as his 1955 meeting with 
Chou En-Lai to arrange the release 
of American pilots being held by 
China. 

Hanunarskjold's attempts to fol- 
low a pro-Western stance, especially 
in the newly-independent Congo, 
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antagonized the Soviets to the point 
that Moscow tried to push its

It goes full speed in 
condemning apartheid and the 
Israeli occupation of the West Bank 
but tiptoes around the Soviet 
occupation of Afghanistan and the 
Vietnamese presence in Cambodia, 
calling for the removal of “foreign 
troops" without naming the 
nationality of these forces. A recent 
Security Council resolution criticiz- 
ing the use of poison gas against 
Iranian soldiers seemed mighty odd. 
because no mention was made of 
Iraq, foe nation guilty of this alleged 
-‘Wtion. The Genera} Assembly will 
oonsiaef! for foe ‘fifat time, a resolu- 
"T58b concerning 0 Iranian atrocities 
against foe Ba’hai community of 
Iran, an issue long ignored by foe 
world community. 


If anything, the UN has succeeded 
in preventing the one thing it was 
meant to prevent. “We’ve avoided 
World War in,” says Brian Ur- 
qohaxt, under-secretary- gene ral for 
special political affairs. “The (UN’s) 
objective is to act as the honest 
broker, to achieve something prac- 
tical, if not the best, at least to avoid 
foe worst."

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The decline of Opec -December 1984 to July 1985 (ID

In the midst of the discord be- 
tween Saudi Arabia and the other 
membere of Opec (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries!, 
the organization’s end-of-year con- 
ference opened in Geneva on De- 
cember 19, 1984, 

After two days of heated discus- 
sion, the conference adjourned to 
reconvene on the 27th. During the 
recess the delegates were to obtain 
their governments' approval of mea- 
sures to strengthen the discipline of 
members regarding prices and pro- 
duction levels. 

Among the proposals made by 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait was the 
naming of a high ranking ministerial 
council, on top of the monitoring 
committee, to supervise - by engag- 
ing professional auditing help - pro- 
duction and price operations of 
members. 

Saudi Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani was quoted by 77ie New 
York Times on December 23, 1984 
as saying that Opec was “sick and 
dying" because of the failure of 
members to exercise production dis- 
cipline. 

In an article in the Kuwait daily 
Al-Watan of December 25, 1984, 
former Kuwaiti oil minister Abdul 
Murtaleb al-Kazemi, wrote: “To be 
more optimistic, it (Opec) is in the 
phase of absolute freeze."

On the 27th the conference recon- 
vened, and after two days of further 
debate, it decided to adopt the prop- 
osal on differentials, and practically 
reduced the price' of Saudi Arabian 
light oil to S28 a barrel. It named a 
five-member ministerial executive 
council headed by Yamani - to su- 
pervise price and production levels 
of members. It also decided to meet 
again on March 28 in Geneva to 
review the functioning of the audit- 
ing system and its ability to enforce 
member discipline on production 
and prices. 

On December 29, Yamani was 
asked at a press conference in Gene- 
va what he wanted North Sea pro- 
ducers to do. He replied: “I hope 
they don't go to what we heard they 
wanted to adopt - that is the spot 
market formula. I think it is time for 
them to look at the level of produc- 
tion and protect their long-term in- 
terests as well as short-term in- 
terests." 

Behind this polite general state- 
ment was the implied threat of possi- 
ble retaliation. Yamani declared 
that the North Sea producers should 
realize that the situation was ex- 
tremely serious. 

Asked why they should do that as 
long as Opec was propping up prices, 
he answered: “Because if we start a 
price war - and we have every inten- 
tion of doing so if we have to - the 
revenues of the UK, for example will 
drop -sharply. 

“If there is a price war, there will 
be real chaos in the market. When 
we enter that war we will not create a 
stable lower price for oil. We will 
just go up and down and hit whatev- 
er floor we want to hit. I think the 


damage will be very serious, not only 
for the UK. but for banks in the U.S". 

“Mexico could not service its 
debts even with rescheduling - even 
if that were possible. If the price falls 
to S27/B, they cannot even ask for 
rescheduling. As a Mexican friend 
told me, this is not a worry for the 
Mexicans, it is a worry for the Amer- 
ican banks." 

This threat was simply bluff and 
bluster. Saudi Arabia could not and 
would not start a price war. 

Theoretically, since the cost of oil 
production in Saudi Arabia is ridicu- 
lously low compared with the cost of 
production in the North Sea. it could 
by a price war totally ruin the oil 
industry of the North Sea with possi- 
ble disastrous consequences to Bri- 
tain's economy. 

But practically, a wild price war 
would be as disastrous to Opec pro- 
ducers. including Saudi Arabia, as it 
would be to the North Sea and 
Mexican producers and the U.S. 
banks. 

As it is, Opec is seriously smarting 
from the lowered prices and reduced 
production. How much more cala- 
mitous would the situation be if a 
reckless price war brake out? Neith- 
er Opec nor Saudi Arabia are ready 
to proceed with a price war and go 
under. 

This threat, like many of the other 
threats of Yamani over the last IS 
years - in the name of his country, 
both inside Opec and outside Opec - 
was nothing but bluff. The noo-Opec 
producers were not deterred by his 
threat of a price war. 

The impact of the oil crisis on 
Opec members was far-reaching. An 
estimate at the end of 1984 by Salo- 


mon Brothers, the New York 
brokerage firm, calculated that the 
declining revenues had wiped out 
S9I billion that the Opec have-nots 
boasted of at the end of 1981. 

Libya’s oil revenue in 1980 
amounted to S22.6b. : in 1984 it drop- 
ped to S9b. The United Arab Emi- 
rates' revenue in 1984 fell to S4.4b’.. 
down from S7.4b. in 1983. Saudi 
Arabia’s oil revenue dropped to 
S43b. in 1984 from S113b. in 1981: in 
1985 it was tunning at the rate of 
S25b. a year. 

Some 1.500 Saudi firms have gone 
bankrupt or sought government 
assistance. The Gulf Cooperation 
Council countries have decided to 
cut a million jobs during the coming 
five years: Saudi Arabia alone was io 
cut its manpower by 600.000. 

Only some 12 days after Yamani s. 
threat of a price war. Norway aban- 
doned official pricing in favour of 
negotiating secret agreements with 
its odcustomers. The major U.S. oil 
companies - Texaco. Gulf. Mobil. 
Exxon and others - lowered their 
crude purchasing price to 527-50 a 
barrel. Canada reduced its oil price 
by $1.89 a barrel. It looked as if the 
non-Opec producers have taken the 
lead in determining world oil prices. 

Tension among*" the Opec mem- 
bers was rising and an emergency 
conference was convened on Janu- 
ary 28. 1985 in Geneva. The first day 
of* the session was stormy. The UAE 
delegate. Man a Said al-Otaiba. 
greatly upset over his country's in- 
ability to sell its oil. accused Nigeria 
of stabbing Opec in the back by 
producing oil above the agreed 
quota. He stormed out of the meet- 
ing and said he was going home.

In spite of the monitoring 
committee beaded by al-Otaiba and 
of the ministerial executive council 
headed by Yamani there was wide- 
spread cheating on both price and 
production levels. The conference 
was incapable of adopting any con- 
trol measures. Egypt, an observer at 
the conference, withdrew, its repre- 
sentative stating that his country's 
cooperation with. Opec was in doubt.

BEERSHEBA. - The Dead Sea 
Bromine Co. Ltd. here has derided 
to raise $40 million on the New York 
Stock Exchange soon.

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No surrender to fanatics 

“GUSH EMUNIM has a number of fine people, but it also has 
a number of out-and-out liars and frauds. In this country there 
will be no squatting and seizing of houses in Hebron, and there 
will be none in Tel Aviv either. When people just march in and 
take over houses, they must be expelled.” 

Thus spoke the prime minister of Israel back in May 1979 to 
his cabinet about the takeover of the old Hadassah building in 
downtown Hebron by a group of Kiryat Arba women and 
children. They were there only to reclaim an old Jewish 
property, the Kiryat Arba elders, who had planned the entire 
operation, piously intoned; and they meant to live in peace with 
the Arab neighbours. The real purpose, of course, was to create 
another/air accompli on the road to Hebron's reconversion into 
a Jewish city, the true City of the Patriarchs. 

Menachem Begin was reported to be seething with anger. 
“This government,” he vowed to his ministers, "will not 
tolerate grabbers. It will be the sole arbiter of when and where 
settlement in Eretz Yisrael will be carried out.” 

The then-premier evidently overestimated his ability, or 
willingness, or both, to stand up to the grabbers, the frauds and 
the liars - especially after the murderous intervention of local 
Arab terrorists. The “intolerable” seizure of the Hadassah 
building was obligingly le galiz ed, and the signal was officially 
flashed that the. rebuilding of Hebron's Old Jewish Quarter was 
on. 

The grabbers, the frauds and the liars triumphed. The 
government surrendered to these Gush Emunim fanatics body 
and soul, as they expected it would. The Likud could not afford 
to appear any less loyal than they to the sacred ideal of Greater 
Eretz Yisrael - and Hebron became the test of loyalty. 

The events of the last few days in Hebron are essentially a 
variation on an old theme, even though the government is no 
longer led by the Likud. Like the old Hadassah building, the 
four-room apartment in the Casba is said to be Jewish property, 
having been bought from its original Arab owner. True, the 
defence minister, who must approve any and all such transac- 
tions in the territories, has revised to sanction this one. But 
Yitzhak Rabin is most reluctant to force out the Knesset 
members - mostly from Tehiya, but with some Likud hangers- 
on - who are sitting-in there. They are banking on the near 
absolute freedom of movement assured them as deputies, even 
though they know it does not extend to the territories. 

So, although the Labour Alignment half of the inner cabinet 
would nof endorse the Likud's proposal that it give in to the 
grabbers, Mr. Rabin was last night reported to be still waiting 
for them to bow out graciously. And Premier Shimon Peres was 
dutifully reminding them that the government is the sole arbiter 
of when and where settlement will be carried out. 

But such sermonizing was bound to fall on deaf ears. Seven 
Likud years have emboldened the fanatics and intensified the 
competition among their several factions for the extremism 
prize. The talk is still mostly about the Jews' rijght to equality 
with Arabs in purchasing land throughout the country - as 
though the residents of the territories, who may not even stay 
overnight across the Green Line without a special permit, are 
entitled to buy Israeli land. 

With increasing frequency, however, the mask fells off and 
the real objective is avowed: to create a Jewish majority in what 
has been Arab Hebron. In other words; to make Hebron 
Jewish. Let the Alignment not think this will not come to pass, 
Ariel Sharon is reported to have warned at the inner cabinet 
meeting on Sunday. 

What a repetition of the old Hadassah building experience in 
the Casba will do to the hope of peace is too obvious to spell 
out. It must not be allowed to happen. 

The law of the land 

THE LONG drawn-out case of Tat-AIuf Yitzhak Mordechai . 
has come to an end. The IDE's chief paratroop and infantry 
officer was acquitted by a military disciplinary court of charges 
of using excessive force in interrogating two Palestinian terror- 
ists who had hijacked an Egged bus 16 months ago. 

This is a relief. But there is no relief from the horrid bad taste 
left by the display of public support for T/A Mordechai, before 
he was brought to trial. Supporters held that Mordechai had 
performed noble service to his country and should be decorated 
rather than punished. Others meanwhile called for the dismis- 
sal of Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir, who had dared 
suggest, on the basis of findings by an impartial commission of 
inquiry, that T/A Mordechai might have done the wrong thing , 
and that legal action should be taken to deride the matter. 

The suggestion in that campaign was that Zamir, on his own 
and without warrant from the Knesset, should have altered the 
law of the land to read that captured terrorists may - or perhaps 
must? - be put to death without a trial, and that their killers are 
blameless of any crime. Or, at least, that the attorney-general 
should hold such a crime wholly pardonable and, setting 
himself up as a super-president, actually pardon its perpetra- 
tors without the benefit of any trial. 

But that is not the law of the land, and Zamir can do no such 
thing. Which is why another 11 persons - members of the 
General Security Service', soldiers and policemen - who took 
part in the interrogation of the two terorists will also go on trial. 


BEIRUT BOMBINGS

Both blasts followed threats by the 
Lebanese forces, the main Christian 
militia, to avenge the 70 people 
slaughtered in two car-bombings in 
East Beirut last week. 

A group calling itself fee “Black 
Brigades” claimed in a telephone 
call to a western news agency in 
Beirut feat it carried out yesterday's 
bombings to “counter a war of exter- 
mination aimed against our Christ- 
ian people.” 

The Christian Voice of Lebanon 
radio said it received a telephone call 
from a man claiming to represent a 
group called the Arafat Forces who 
said this group carried out yester- 
day’s bombings. 

President Amin Jemayei was 
meeting wife Col. Ghazi Kenaan, 
fee Syrian army intelligence chief in 


Lebanon, when he found out about 
the bombs. 

Kenaan delivered two letters to 
Jemayei from Syrian President 
Hafez Assad and Vice-President 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam, fee state 
radio said. 

A government source said fee visit 
underscored Syria’s support for 
Jemayei despite increasing calls by 
Christians and Moslems for his ous- 
ter. 

The latest call came from former 
president Suleiman Franjieh, a 
Maromte Catholic like Jemayei. 

He told fee leftist daily as-Safir. 
“We will need no help freon anyone 
to cut off fee head of fee sick man at 
fee helm. There are 101 ways to 
achieve this.” (AP, Reuter) 


Arabs and terrorists

FORMER Shell MX Meir Pa'll, one 
of fee most colourful figures on 
Israel's dovish left, said a very sensi- 
ble, if seemingly contradictory , thing 
on Educational TV last week. Inter- 
viewed on fee attorney-general's de- 
cision to recommend that the 
Army’s Chief Paratroop Officer, 
Tat-AIuf Yitzhak Mordechai, be 
placed on trial on suspicion of using 
excessive force in fee interrogation 
of two terrorists in fee bus hijacking 
drama of April 1984, Pa’il said (T 
paraphrase as closely as I can recall): 
“As a former commanding officer 
of Mordechai's I can say feat fee 
operation he commanded in freeing 
fee bus hostages was near textbook 
perfect. He behaved as he should 
have. But Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak 7.flnn'r was also correct, within 
fee terms of his own responsibilities. 
What is needed now is that someone, 
perhaps fee chief of staff himself, 
should cut through this maze of 
seeming contradictions and go be- 
fore the nation on TV to put an end 
to fee whole affair.” 

It was not fee chief of staff but 
Aluf (Res.) Haim Nadel, a former 
chief paratroop officer and later 
president of the Military Court of 
Appeals, who tried Tat-AIuf Mor- 
dechai in a disciplinary hearing, who 
put an end to fee affair. 

Let me hazard a guess, however, 
feat for those foreign and local critics 
who have a built-in need to auto- 
matically believe fee worst of Israel 
and of the Israel Defence Forces, 
Nadel's finding that Tat-AIuf Mor- 
dechai was not guflty of using exces- 
sive violence or of unbecoming con- 
duct will be received as a whitewash; 
as will fee findings of the Blatman 
inquiry that could not establish that 
the two terrorists died of wounds 
inflicted during their interrogation 
and not during fee initial storming of 
fee bus. 


The point is. however, feat Tat- 
Altxf Mordechai should never have 
been required to stand trial. The 
deads of fee two terrorists was 
an outcome of their terrorist 
action, as were fee deaths of fee first 
two terrorists who were killed when 
the bus was stormed. 

Zamir may have been "correct” 
within the confines of .fee narrow 
interpretation of the law. He was 
wrong, however, on several other, 
more important, counts. 

Application of fee law should nev- 
er be automatic. It is subject to 
discretionary wisdom, a power 
which fee attorney-general has and 
often makes use of. In Jewish tradi- 
tion there is the concept of an edict, 
and especially of a religious edict, 
which fee public can simply not 
abide. When that is fee case, the 
edict is put aside. 

But Jet me take a number of 
contemporary examples. For Israel's 
first 23 years, fee law - a British 
Mandatory law bat fee law nonethe- 
less - forbade abortion nearly total- 
ly. And yet, Israel's attorneys- 
general — beginning. I believe, with 
former Justice Haim Cohn — issued 
express orders to fee police never to 
prosecute abortionists except in 
cases of clear medical negligence. 
There were hundreds of thousands 
of abortions performed during feat 
period and nearly no prosecutions. 

A new liberalized abortion law 
was adopted in 2976. but it was 
gutted by fee Begin government's 
concessions to its Agudat Yisrael 
coalition partners in 1978. To fee 
best of my knowledge, there has 
been no drop in fee abortion rate 
since. But there have been no pro- 
secutions for abortion, and correctly 
so. This was during fee period of 
Zamir's incumbency. 


If there were grounds for suspi- 
cion that anything had been remiss in 
tire bus hijacking encounter.' the 
army should have conducted its own 
internal investigation. Giving in to 
some media demands for a full- 
fledged legal inquiry feat developed 
into a witch-hunt against the army 
was as much , against fee public in- 
terest as prosecution in fee above 
instances. 

Circumstances should determine 
application of fee law. Zamir was 
-mistaken in not taking fee circumst- 
ances of fee case sufficiently into 
account and in giving in to fee witch- 
hunt atmosphere. 

The case of the Kafr Kassem kill- 
ings in 1956 is often mentioned as a 
precedent. The killing of 54 innocent 
Arab villagers by a Border Police 
unit, on fee eve of fee Sinai Cam- 
paign. was a monstrous act. The 
officers and men responsible were 
correctly pm on trial, found guilty 
and sentenced. 

But the killing of terrorists in fee 
midst of a ltfc-and -death rescue mis- 
sion is an entirely different matter. 
The circumstances were entirely 
different and should have led to a 
different application of the dry letter 
of the law. 

BUT ZAMIR was also wrong in a 
personal sense. He deserves high 
marks for his performance over fee 
rears as a bulwark in the defence of 
civD rights and fee rule of law against 
fee lawlessness of the nationalist 
right. But he. more than anyone, 
eke. knows that this has made him a 
-marked man. His insistence on ap- 
plying the narrowest interpretation 
of fee law in fee case of Tat-AIuf 
Mordechai has greatly weakened 
him at a time when he needs every 
ounce of public support. 


Dry Bones 
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Prime Minister Peres did well in 
blasting those criticswho have de- 
manded the attorney-general’s 
head. Those critics were mostly 
motivated by the desire to get Zamir 
for bis courageous stand against the 
lawlessness of Jewish settlers and 
other supporters of fee Jewish ter- 
rorist underground. It would have 
been much better for Zamir's overall 
position bad be been courageous 
enough to make the differentiation 
between the rights of innocent 
Arabs, whether in Israel or in the 
occupied territories, and the 
“rights" of terrorists caught in the 
act. 

Which brings me to my final point: 
Those of us who are today concerned 
to monnt a struggle against hatred of 


Arabs must be very careful to make 
the above differentiation. 

It will be a lost cause if fee struggle 
against racism becomes an affair 
totally identified only wife the far 
left. The majority of Israelis arc not 
Arab haters. With the continuation 
and possible increase of PLO- 
instigated and independently in- 
spired Arab terrorism, many could 
be driven in that direction, if the 
differentiation between Arabs in 
general and terrorists in particular is 
not quite clear. It is a crucial dif- 
ferentiation which the left and the 
large, decent centre should be vitally 
interested in.

NEITHER public passions nor fee 
chimera of world opinion, neither 
maudlin sentiment nor morally neut- 
ral social science, but only the tried 
wisdom of Jewish law can provide 
fee rational grounds for determining 
whether Arab terrorists should be 
subject to fee death penalty. 

According to halacha, capital 
punishment is not permissible so 
long as there is no sanhedrin in 
place. (See Maimonides, Book of 
Judges, I, 14.13.) This prohibition, 
writes the eminent talmudist. Dr. 
Chaim Zimmerman, applies to Jews 
and non Jews alike. A brief explana- 
tion follows. 

Because man is created in fee 
image of God and belongs to his 
Creator alone, nothing is more, se- 
rious: than the taking of hnpian life. 
Only fee Great Sanhedrin, consist- 
ing of 71 judges, can impose fee 
death penalty — a most difficult and 
rare thing under Jewish law and 
sovereignty. 

Israel has nothing comparable to a 
Great Sanhedrin. This council of 
sages was not only fee supreme judi- 
cial, but also fee supreme legislative, 
body of the Jewish state. To ensure 
the just exercise of such great power, 
Jewish law requires feat fee mem- 
bers of fee Sanhedrin (Great and 
Small) be of the highest intellectual 
and moral calibre. 

Drawing upon fee Written and 
Oral Law, Maimonides enumerates 
their qualifications- biter aba, every 
judge must be expert in Tora and 
versed in many branches of science, 
such as logic, mathematics, ana- 
tomy, astronomy, and medicine. To 
ensure justice to Jews as well as 
non-Jews, he must be familiar wife 
foreign languages and with the legal 
systems and beliefs of other nations. 

To maximize public confidence in 
their decisions - remember, they 
may have to decade on the death 
penalty - the judges must have a 
reputation for wisdom. They must 
fear God and love their fellow men. 
They must disdain gain and love 
truth. Furthermore, they must be of 
mature age, imposing stature, and 
good appearance - again to com- 
mand respect and authority. An ex- 
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tremely old man or a man who is 
childless cannot be a judge because 
he is apt to be wanting in tenderness. 
A member of fee Sanhedrin must be 
kind and merciful. 

THESE ARE the kinds of judges 
observant Jews pray for every day in 
fee solemn Amida prayer. Only a 
Sanhedrin composed of such judges 
cap be entrusted ^ife. fee, awesqmg 
power of capital punishment. And 
yet, fee Tora goes even further in its 
meticulous concern for human life. 
No one accused of murder can be 
sentenced to death by the Sanhedrin 
without the testimony of two disin- 
terested and righteous eye- 
witnesses. For in capital crimes 
neither the accused's confession nor 
circumstantial evidence is admissible 
in a Jewish court of law. The sanctity 
of human life, ultimately derived 
from man’s being created in the 
image of God, requires these and 
other juridical safeguards. 

Nevertheless, in reaction to the tot- 
al murder of Jewish men, women, 
and children by terrorists - recall fee 
mutilation of 14-year-old Danny 
Katz of Haifa - there is an outcry, 
both in the Knesset and in fee public 
at Large, for capital punishment. The 
reaction is understandable; and 
those self-effacing Jews who respond 
by declaiming against “Jewish ruf- 
fians” justifiably outraged by the 
recent spate of Arab terrorism, only 
trivialize and aggravate this grave 
problem. 

Some contend that capital 
punishment is not a deterrent, 
to murder m general, .and to Arab 
terrorism in particular. Obviously 
fee death penalty would have less 
deterrent effect on ideologically 
-motivated murder; but to say it 
would have no deterrent value is 
nonsense. The deterrent effect of 


capital punishment depends very 
largely on three sequential factors. 
Such must be the widely known and 
steady character of criminal justice 
and retribution that a potential 
murderer would also harbour con- 
siderable certainty of his being 
promptly apprehended, convicted, 
and executed. Some criminologists 
forget or obscure this triangular con- 
sideration. 

Effective deterrence against Arab 
terrorism will require, among other 
things, a consistent and unsen- 
timental pubHc policy. Those who 
would slaughter Jews should know 
feat they and their accomplices will 
be hunted down and, if not killed in 
pursuit, will be quickly captured, 
quickly tried and convicted, and 
severely punished, so fee price they 
will pay will not be worth what they 
deem fee benefit of their crimes. But 
this is not enough. 

ONE OF fee subtle contributing 
causes of Arab terrorism is fee gov- 
ernment's and the media's equation 
of habitual Arab violence against 
random Jewish victims, and occa- 
sional and retributive Jewish vio- 
lence against Arabs. I am alluding, 
of course, to the much maligned and 
misunderstood Jewish “under- 
ground.” Whatever fee extent of 
their culpability, these Jews resorted 
to violence to preserve a somewhat 
leaderless democracy that stands for 
individual freedom. In contrast, fee 
Arabs resort to violence at the be- 
hest of those who would replace this 


democracy with a form of despotism. 
But so long as Israel’s political and 
intellectual leaders persist in placing 
these Jews and Arabs on fee same 
level, fee Arabs, seeing this Jewish 
self-deprecation and weakness, will 
be all the more contemptuous of 
Jews and all the more emboldened to 
slaughter them. Bearing this' in 
mind, we may now consider the 
following proposals for deterring 
Arab terrorism West of fee Jordan. 

Any Arab who openly incites acts 
of violence, against fee State of Israel 
of any of its citizens, Jewish and 
non- Jewish, wfll be promptly de- 
• ported. (Any current law to this 
effect must be rigorously , enforced 
and with all due publicity.) 

Any Arab who supports, in word 
. or in deed , any organization, domes- 
tic or foreign, that engages in belli- 
cose activity against the State of 
Israel , will be promptly deported. 

Furthermore, to avoid any repeti- 
tion of the, recent release of 1,150 
terrorists in exchange for three Jew- 
ish soldiers, any Arab convicted of 
fee murder or maiming of any Jew 
will not be released from prison for 
fee purpose of securing the return of 
any Jewish captive , 

But now let us get to the heart of 
fee matter. There is no greater in- 
citement to on-going Arab terrorism 
than Israel's puerile policy of “terri- 
tory for peace.”’ So long as Jewish 
politicians and intellectuals encour- 
age Arabs to believe that they can 
regain control of Judea and Samaria, 
this will incite Arabs Co attack Jews 
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everywhere. Only recall how Shiite 
terrorist attacks” against the Israeli 
Defence Forces increased rapidly 
after Israel announced its staged 
withdrawal from Lebanon. Israeli 
weakness - say its lack of national 
leadership, solidarity and purpose - 
is an incitement to Arab terrorism. 
THE LESSON should be clear: the 
best deterrent to .Arab terrorism is 
rapid Jewish settlement of Judea and 
Samaria. This can be facilitated by 
fee passage of a Homestead Act 
comparable to feat which the U.S. 
enacted back in 1862. Small plots of 
vacant land should be sold at re- 
latively low prices to Jews on the 
condition that fee)’ will reside there- 
on for at least five years. Such a 
policy would not only encourage 
aliya, but many Jews from Israel's 
crowded cities would move to Judea 
and Samaria. Also, a Homestead 
Act would encourage capital invest- 
ment, both foreign and domestic - 
which should be accelerated by liber- 
al fiscal policies. 

Once the Arabs see this kind of 
political commitment and economic 
investment and development, they 
will resign themselves to the perma- 
nent presence of Jews in Judea and 
Samaria, from which they will profit 
in so many ways conducive to peace . 

Contrary to conventional wisdom, 
fee Jewish settlement of Judea and 
Samaria - 1 have not forgotten Gaza 
- is in fee best interest of lasting 
peace. Senator Jesse Helms, along 
with more than a dozen other Amer- 
ican senators and congressmen, have 
called Jewish settlements "obstacles 
to war/' Once fee government of 
Israel screws up its courage and acts 
consistently with this strategic 
assessment, fee settlements of Judea i 
and Samaria will also become a con- ** 
structive deterrent to Arab terror- 
ism.

Can yon survive without that sup- 
port if your actions make it impossi- 
ble for us to take up your cause in 
Washington, London, Paris. Can- 
berra and Ottawa?
